Gov. Phil M. Donnelly refused 
today to intervene in the bitter

In = statement issued at his 
morning press conference, the 
Governor declared he had no 
authority to call the State Sen- 
ators back to work early this 
week, as requested by the Huuse 
in a formal resolution’ adopted 
before the House followed the 
Senate in a sitdown strike on the 
state’s $738,500,000 budget bills. 

The House had asked the Gov- 
ernor to send yy to the 
Senators, urging them to return 
to work and resume negotiations 
with the House in an effort to 
settle the dispute before the ses- 
sion automatically ends at mid- 
night next Sunday. 

No Authority, Says Governor. 

“I find no authority of law or 
precedent that would justify my 
office in complying with said 
resolution,” Gov. Donnelly in- 
formed the House. 

His action left the Legislature 
deep in its stalemate, with indi- 
cations that the Governor would 
be forced to call the Assembly

Would Be Presumptuous. 

“I believe it would be highly 
presumptuous and improper for 
the Governor to arbitrarily re- 
quest an elected member of the 
General Assembly to return to 
Jefferson City forthwith when the 
absence of that member is with- 
in the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion,” Donnelly declared. 

Speaker Lester A. Vonder- 
schmidt of the Republican House, 
said later he was “greatly disap- 
pointed” by the Governor's atti- 
tude, and disagreed that it would 
have been “presumptuous” for 
Donnelly to urge the Senate to 
return to work. 

“The House fully understood 
at the time the resolution was 
adopted that the Governor had no 
legal power to force the Senators 
to come back to Jefferson City,” 
the speaker said, “but we thought 
that he should be willing to use 
the prestige of his high office to 
encourage them to do so.” 

Vonderschmidt, reached at Ore- 
gon, Mo., pointed out that al- 
though the House quit until Fri- 
day, it agreed to return earlier on 
call by the Speaker if there was 
any chance the Senate might re- 
lent and agree to further con- 
4erences in an attempt to end the 
deadlock. 

Senator Michael Kinney (Dem.), 
St. Louis, president pro tem of 
the Senate, later said he agreed 
with the Governor’s position. He 
added that he himself has no au- 
thority to call the Senate back to 
work. before Saturday. |

Seuth Korean Objections. 

The South Korean government 
has spoken out sharply against 
any agreement that doesn’t unify 
North and South Korea and 
against letting a neutral commis- 
sion take charge of North Korean 
prisoners who refuse to return to 
Communism. 

The last Allied proposal made 
public would have freed the Ko- 
rean prisoners immediately after 
an armistice, but the Reds ob- 
jected. There has been specula- 
tion the Allies would concede this 
point in the new proposal. 

As the negotiations were in ses- 
sion, Gen. Mark W. Clark, U. N. 
Far East commander, met with 
South Korean president Syngman 
Rhee in Seoul. There was no 
announcement from their two- 
hour meeting. 

The truce meeting itself was 
held in secrecy. U.N. interpreters 
could be seen through the win- 
dows of the conference hut appar- 
ently reading a long statement. 

Actually, all of the truce ses- 
sions have been executive—closed 
to correspondents—but each dele- 
gation afterwards has reported 
what, occurred within the confer- 
ence hut. 

No Press Confcrence. 

Lt. Gen. William K. Harrison, 
senior Allied delegate, did not 
hold his usual press conference 
after the meeting. He turned 
aside all questions with “no com- 
ment.”

WASHINGTON, May 25 (UP)— 
Repatriated American prisoners of 
war suspected of having suc- 
cumbed to “brain washing” will 


not be segregated in the future. 

The Defense Department has 
drafted a new plan to avoid the 
controversy aroused over the first 
prisoner exchange last month 
when 23 released Americans were 
separated for special psychological 
treatment at Valley Forge Hos- 
pital in Pennsylvania. The action 
was widely criticized on grounds 
that it unjustly pinned a “Red 
label” on the 23 prisoners. The 
prisoners themselves angrily de- 
nied that they had turned Com- 
munist, 

In the future, all prisoners of 
war will be treated alike, a De- 
fense Department spokesman said. 

He said the general feeling now

Emanuel H. Bloch, their attor- 
ney, said in New York he will 
apply for a stay of today’s order 
pending the filing and determina- 
tion of a petition for reconsidera- 
tion.

HERE HALTED BY 
WEEK-OLD STRIKE 


OF TRUCK DRIVER 


27,000 AFL Construction 
Crafts Members Are 
Idle—Next Negotiation 
Session Is Set for 
Wednesday. 


Virtually all construction in the 
city and St. Louis county was at a 
standstill today, with 27.000 build- 
ing craft members idle due to the 
week-old strike of construction 
building material truck 
drivers. 

Jobs tied up, including public 
improvements, hospitals, schools, 
commercial building and residen- 
tial development, have an esti- 
mated cost of $75,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. 

Earliest conference now sched- 
uled is for 2 p.m. Wednesday, be- 
tween representatives of the 
strikers union, Teamsters Local 
682, and a committee of the Asso- 
ciated General Contractors. 

The meeting,to be held at Ho- 
tel Sheraton, was arranged by 
United States Conciliator Nicholas 
Fillo, who is seeking a break in 
the deadlock between the union 
and five employers’ groups. Oth- 
ers, besides the general contrac- 
tors, are the Home Builders’ Assv- 
ciation, ready-mix concrete plants, 
stone quarries and lumber yards. 

Differences between the gen- 
eral contractors, who normally 
employ abeut 400 truck drivers, 
and the union are less serious 
than those involving several of 
the other employer groups. 

The general contractors offered 
10 cents an hour above the old 
$1.90 scale for a one-year con- 
tract, and an additional 71% cents 
an hour next May 1 for a two- 
year agreement. The contractors 
also consented to pay a 5-cent 
premium for heavy hauling. 

The union demanded a 15-cent 
increase now, plus the heavy 
hauling premium. Henry S. Till, 
manager of the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors, pointed out that, 
even if his group reaches an 
agreement with the strikers, con- 
struction cannot be resumed un- 
til there is a settlement with ma- 
trial dealers. “However, we are 
ready to meet anyone, anywhere 
at any time,” Till observed. 

Thomas E. Flynn, international 
representative of the teamsters 
organization, returned to St. Louis 
today and will take charge of the 
strike, it was reported. Flynn, 
who was engaged in a “house- 
cleaning” of teamsters unions 
here before he was injured in a 
highway accident a month ago, 
was released from a Joliet (IIl.) 
hospital last week.

“We want to co-operate with 
the Army, and we hope the Army 
people can obtain companable co- 
operation from contractors and 
material dealers,” Gibbons ob- 
served.

WASHINGTON, May 25 (UP)—The Supreme Court today agreed 
to decide whether organized baseball is a sport or a business subject 
to the anti-trust laws.

“This,” he said, “was due to bad 
management.” 

Humphrey said there are 

“many inflationary pressures at 
the moment” but said he hoped 
there would neither, be inflation 
nor deflation “if we continue our 
present sound practices.” 
- The present budget, he said, 
“provides for as much spending 
this vear as last year” for defense 
so there is no immediate trend 
to deflation in that respect. 

When defense spending slack- 
ens after next January, he added. 
the money thus saved “should be 


-available in tax savings to the | 


people” with the expiration of 


the 11 per cent increase in in- | 


dividual income taxes and an end 
to the excess profits tax. 

He expressed confidence that 
Congress would support the Eis- 
enhower Administration in its re- 
quest that both taxes be kept 
until Dec. 31. 

Humphrey said a “balanced” 
program “will give us more de- 
fense at less money than we've 
had before.”

“But we do feel that the reve- 
nies which will eventuate from 
the development of these re- 
sources can contribute important- 
ly to meeting the needs—to giving 
to our '50 per cent’ school system 
a degree of perfection hitherto 
undreamed of,” Hill said. 

Hills proposal, similar to the 
unsuccessful amendment to the 
tidelands bill, would distribute 
royalties from oil and gas. pro- 
duced on the Federal-held conti- 
nental shelf for educ pur- 
poses in all states. Hill’s proposal 
is co-sponsored by 24 other sena- 
tors.

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Opportunity for Progress 

When the second election on the plaza bond 
issue is held, probably in September, St. Louis 
voters will be able to give a clear decision on 
the question of downtown redevelopment. 

Mayor Tucker and the Land Clearance Au- 
thority have wisely decided to propose that the 
election be held after legislation for a simplified 
ballot becomes effective. This will enable voters 
to register their will clearly and easily and 
should avoid the polling booth confusion of the 
past.

Surely any 
use--every use—to which it can be put is better 
than letting it go to waste. 
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McCarran’s Latest Bad Bill 

It ig easy for many people to read that Edwin 
S. Smith, former member of the National Labor 
Relations Board, would net tell the Jenner sub- 
committee whether he was once secretly a Com- 
munist, and then in exasperation conclude that 
it should be possible to forte witnesses to talk 
by some such measure as that sponsered by 
Senator McCarran of Nevada. 

What Senator McCarran proposes is to permit 
either branch of Congress, by majority vote, or 
any committee by two-thirds vote, to grant im- 
munity from prosecution to a witness in a con- 
gressional investigation for the express purpose 
of compelling the witness to testify. The reason- 
ing is that although the Constitution protects the 
citizen against a demand that he testify against 
himself, it does not afford him “the right of 
silence” if immunity from prosecution is given 
to him in connection with what he discloses. 

This newest of Senator MecCarran’s legislative 
proposals came close te passing in the Senate 
earlier this month, after being reported by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee without a hearing. 
Senator Kefauver of Tennessee halted the pro- 
ceedings and now Senator Taft of Ohio, who en- 
tertains serious doubts about the bill, has de- 
layed it pending further investigation. Gov. 
Dewey, en ex-prosecutor, has also entered his 
serious reservations. 

Meantime The Wall Street Journal has pointed 
out the danger in permitting a legislative body 
or committee to grant immunity to a witness. 
Actually, as The Washington Post says, a con- 
gressional group using the immunity power 
“could protect a criminal from prosecution.” 
That a congressional committee might not do so 
is beside the point. It should not have the power 
in the first place. 

Senator McCarran’s bill is no contribution to 
a sohition of the problem of getting information 
from the witness who stands on the Fifth 
Amendment. It would only confuse and compili- 
cate that problem still further. It should not be 
passed.

this went oh a Russian army re- 
mained tmmobile across the Vis- 
tula, a stone’s throw from War- 
saw, and did nothing to help the 
partisans. 

I saw the Soviets return to 
Gdow and drive out the Germans. 
The Reds didn’t take prisoners— 
they killed. I witnessed the sur- 
render of three Nazis. A Soviet 
squad disarmed them and threw 
them into a ditch which became 


their grave under the fire of 
machine guns. 
Victory in Europe was pro- 


claimed in 1945. Full scale com- 
munization of Poland got under 
way and it has never let up. 
Awake to the danger, partisans 
turned on the Reds, fought them 
on city streets and country roads 
but the odds were against them 
and death was their fate. 


As I have mentioned, it had 
been my ambition since childhood 
to become a flyer. With this in 
mind, in 1947, I started a pre-en- 
gineering course in the Mechan- 
ics school in Bytom, focated at 
Webera 6. 

The Communists combined their 
young people’s groups in an or- 
ganization called the Polish Youth 
Alliance. At the urging of one of 
my instructors, Budrynczuk, a 
Pole who was an ardent Red, I 
joined. He told me such affilia- 
tions were necessary if I hoped to 
get into the air force. 

The Russian supervisors of the 
school had the eyes of a hawk for 
each and every pupil, The boys 
who showed the t grades were 
informed that they were needed 
as leaders of propaganda groups. 
I was invited to form and head a 
youth circle of Friends of the So- 
viet Union. It wasn’t a demand, 
but some of the leaders told me 
privately that I would not be an 
airman if I refused. 

* * . 

T the age of 18 I wasn’t what 

you would call a deep thinker 

in the realm of politics. I did 
knw that-I resented the treatment 
Poles were getting from the Rus- 
sians. But I wasn’t—not yet— 
fighting mad. 

I formed the youth circle. Par- 
ty leaders gave me material for 
speeches, which I made, and pro- 
vided films which I showed. We 
met several times a month in a 
hall known as Swietlica at the 


school. We had an average at- 
tendance of 400 boyg and girls, 
all of whom had advised it 


would be smart for them to be on 
hand. They listened to me duti- 
fully but I’ve got a hunch I didn't 
make any Communist converts. 

During summer vacation I at- 
tended a civilian glider school at 
Goleszow. Upon graduation from 
the mechanics school in Séptem- 
bér, 1950, I volunteered for the 
Polish air force and was accept- 
ed. I took an oath of allegiance 
to the “People’s Democracy.” I 
noted that the phrase, “so help 
me God,” which had been a part 
of an officer’s oath in free Poland, 
was omitted. 

I attended officer pilot school 
at Deblin on the banks of the Vis- 
tula, had further training at a 
school at Radom, then returned 
to Deblin for the finishing 
touches. 

Graduation day was April 6, 
1952. I was told that the grades I 
had scored made me the top stu- 
dent of the year. A week before 
graduation I was summoned be-

UDDENLY it struck me that I 
hated Communism and its ad- 
vocates.

I replaced childlike 
ideas of the thrill of flying with 
cool calculation. I took the Com- 
munistic oath, got my party card

my land hammered away at the 
theme that the United States had 
prodded Poland into war in 1939 
and then deserted it. 

We were told that the United 
States wanted to destroy Russia 
so that this country could make 
Poland its own captive. Lecturers 
asserted that America was produc- 
ing atomic bombs to destroy Po- 
lish cities.
